The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Leverett (U.S. Patent 5,677,516) in view of Ishii (U.S. Patent 5,901,854). 

Leverett shows an apparatus 14 for sorting product having an endless conveyor 

chain 20, conveying units 35 located on the chain 20, at least two rolling elements 42, a 



connecting element 31 and a carrier element 52 arranged between the rolling elements 
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42. Also disclosed are inspection and weighing positions. Not disclosed is the carrier 
element as automatically returning to a conveying position. However, disclosed by Ishii 
is a spring 30 which automatically returns a carrier element 25 to a conveying position, 
see Figure 6. To include such an automatic return feature onto Leverett would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art as it would eliminate the need for a cam 
return device and help to maintain the carrier horizontal as it is conveyed. 

Re claim 2, Ishii shows a leaf spring that is deflected only upon movement of the 
carrier between a rest position and a discharge position. 

Re claim 3, the spring undergoes lateral and perpendicular deflections relative to the 
conveying direction, see Figure 9. 

Re claim 4, Leverett shows raising guide means that cause product to be 
discharged. 

Re claim 5, see the two hinged members in Figure 8. 

Re claim 6, the elements are fixed in both a conveying position and a weighing 
position.
